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CHINA'S DEMANDS 


Inaistwice Is Made That Manchuria Be 


U nconditionally Restored. 
Washington, -July 21.—China’s offi­ 
cial notification to the powers that she 
will not recognize any arrangement 
regarding 
Manchuria 
concerning 
which she has not been consulted be­ 
fore hand has reached Washington 
and will he forthwith forwarded to the 
president a-t Oyster Bay. 
Before ad­ 
dressing this note to the neutral pow­ 
ers. China sent to St. Petersburg and 
Tokio an identical note, containing 
this notification. 
The Chinese com­ 
mission is briefly worded and is so 
expressed that it calls for no reply. 
The arrival of tho text of the note 
disposes of toe unofficial report reach-! 
ing Washington recently from Europe, 
which found credence in official cir­ 
cles, that China had requested that 
she be allowed to participate in the 
conference. 
China has not yet taken 
this step for several reasons. 
The 
Chinese government is anxious that, 
so far as possible, the belligerents be 
allowed to negotiate directly with each 
other, and is averse to being forced 
into the negotiations. China’s motives 
in addressing to Russia and Japan 
such a notification was to remind them 
that she had never acquiesced in the 
alienation of the province of Manchu­ 
ria from Chinese sovereignty, and that 
she expected as the first result of the 
war the full restoration to Chinese 
control of that province. 
That this 
position might receive the continued 
support of the neutral powers, copies 
of the note were forwarded to the oth­ 
e r capitals for presentation by the re­ 
spective Chinese representatives.

The chemical equipment mentioned 
above will be a very important adjunct 
as persons who are in a position to 
know and who have been interviewed 
at Columbus and at L ouisville claim 
that nine tenths of the fires are ex­ 
tinguished with this apparatus. 
Back of the fire department 
and 
fronting on St. Louis Ave. will be an 
ornamental entrance to the city offices. 
Doors open from the vestibule into a 
public corridor 12 feet wide extending 
across the building 
to the south. 
Here 
will 
be 
stairways 
leading 
to the second floor aod also to the 
basement. 
To the right of the en­ 
trance is the treasurer’s office and to 
the left the clerk’s office with a large 
fire proof vault. 
Further east on the avenue will be 
another door leading into the City 
M arshall’s office from which the jail 
is entered. 
There will be four cells 
and a jail corridor. 
On the south 


s i d e of the jail will be a woman’s de­ 
partment separated from the other 
part of the jail by a solid brick wall. 
The front room on the second floor 
immediately over the fire department 
willjbe a firemen’s reading roam and 
back of this the sleeping department 
connected with bath and toilet rooms. 
Back of this will be the police court 
room also city engineer and janitor’s 
rooms. 
Just over *the ornamental entrance 
onthe avenue will be the m ayor’s office 
and east of this the council chamber 
which will be 40 ft. 6 in. by 27 ft. IO 
in. in the clear. 
There will be a light and ventilat- 
! ing shaft on the south side of the 
building. 
When everything is ready a tele­ 
phone and electric fire alarm system 
will be established and some one will 
be ready to sound the alarm at any 
moment day or night. 
Probably fourjraen will be on duty 
at the department all the time—two 
to manage the horses 
and two to
